Retain Reputation Of Western 
Canada's Largest Coal Field 


Notwithstanding the growing severity of adverse fac- 
tors, Southern Alberta's coal mining industry came through 
1953 as an important producer of new wealth, its output of 
approximately two million tons of coal having a minehead 


value of $11,500,000. 


And, as has been the case for 
many years, this region accounted 
for more than a third of Alberta's 
total coal production and the 
Crow’s Nest Pass retained its 
reputation of being ‘western 
Canada’s largest and most produc- 
tive coal field. 

During the past yeat the coal 
mining industry in Southern Al- 
berta paid out more than $5,500,- 
000 in wages and salaries to its 
own employees and contributed 
substantially to the earnings of 
hundreds of others associated with 
the transportation and marketing 
of coal. 


Nevertheless, the industry slip- 
ped again during the past year— 


. though the ground it lost was not 


as serious as might have been 
expected in the face of the major 
problems harassing the industry in 
every part of Alberta.

Then éntire province’s coal pro- 
duction last year amounted to 
only 5,881,419 tons—the smallest 
output since 1939 and a reduction 
of almost three million tons from 
the all-time record’ year of 1946. 
The decline of 1,313,053 tons from 
the 1952 production of 7,194,472 
ton, was the sharpest reduction, 
experienced by_the industry in a 
single year for decades. . 

The average number of men em- 
ployed by Alberta’s coal mining 
industry dropped from 7,084 in 
1952, to 5,670 during the past 
year, and the average number of 
days worked declined from 190 
in 1952 to 145 in 1953. 

Despite its setbacks and disap- 
pointments during the past year 
however, the coal mining industry 
in Southern Alberta, or the entire 
provinee generally, has not suf- 
fered anything resembling crip- 
pling blows. 


As a matter of fact, many of- 


ficials of the coal mining industry 
now see an even better long-term 
future for their industry than be- 
fore. This is so because of the 
nature of the adverse factors 
which have been forcing. coal 
mining into shrinking its produc- 
tion and because of the prospects 
offered for the future with the de- 
velopment of coal turbine engines. 
And in considering the long- 
term, outlook for coal mining, it 
must be. remembered that revised 
estimates have placed Alberta's 
known coal reserves at 47,874,300,- 
000 tons—48 per' cent. of Canada’s 
known coal reserves and about an 
eighth of the world’s entire coal 
deposits.—The-Coleman Journal.

Costs must|Over $2.8 Billions 
be Competitive with Foreign 
Producers, Says President 


Flexibility needed ‘to 


meet new conditions. 


"Time ripe for dollar countries to show gdod 


The tendency to become a high- 
cost economy in which natural and 
artificial barriers prevent Canada 
from achieving the degree of flexi- 
bility and mobility required for 
orderly adjustment was the main 
theme of the addréss of James 
Muir, President, at the Annual 
General Meeting of Shareholders 
of The Royal Bank of Canada. In- 
creased flexibility is needed, he 
maintained, if Canada is to ‘make 
those price adjustments necessary 
to maintain stability and prosper- 
ity at home, and insure a competi- 
tive position in world markéts. 
Canada, he declared, should also 
further in every possible way the 
movement towards a world of 
liberalized trade and convertible 
currencies, ; 

“A thriving export trade,” said 
Mr, Muir, “is a means not only of 
paying for imports, but of secur- 
ing, through quantity production, 
lower costs for Canadian goods, 
whether these are exported or con- 
sumed at home. Canada can hope 
to maintain her ‘standard. of liv- 
ing only if she keeps her costs 
completely competitive with those 
of producers abroad. 


HIGH COST ECONOMY 


“Costs and prices,in the Cana- 
dian economy tend to be insulated 
in two ways: first, there are busi- 
ness taxes, sales taxes, excise 
‘taxes, and customs duties which, 
because they are largely at the 
manufacturer's level; are em- 
bedded in the cost base. Second, 
there are certain “invisible insula- 
tors,’’ whose existerice is none the 
less evident, which make some 
Canadian prices even higher rela- 
| tive to foreign prices than the dis- 
parity warranted by taxes, duty, 
and costs of transport: For ex- 
ample, a certain British book that 
retails’ in the United Kingdom: for 
28s. (or at the current rate of ex- 
change $3.92) sells for $5.00. in 


New York and $7.50 in Toronto. 
A*eertain piece of British man: 


factured equipment retailing at 
£41 in the United Kingdom (the 
equivalent of about $112 Cana- 
dian) brings $219 in the United 
States and $275 in Montreal. ‘An 
American-made article of house-, 
hold equipment sells for $77.50 in 
New England; but the price of ‘the 
same. article in Montreal is 
$149.00, ae 


MONEY MARKET NEEDED ; 
’ “We must not ignore’ the fact 
that the attitude of our govern- 
ment is generally one that favors 
freedom. of* international’. trade 
and exchange. Pressure for special 
treatment, even when backed by 
evident hardship on the part of 
some producer groups, has been 
met by clearly moderate conces- 
sions. Moreover, as I have already 
said, our monetary authority has 
adopted a policy appropriate to:a 
nation that must maintain a com- 
péetive ‘position in foreign markets. 
Not the-least important aspect of 
this policy has been the active en- 
couragement by . our’ central 
bank of a money market in Can- 
ada. .The Bank of Canada’s activi- 
ties and its co-operation with fin- 
ancial institutions in this respect 
have led to great improvement.

Reports Assets 


T. H. Atkinson, General Man- 
ager, in reviewing the bank's 1953 
report, stated that the total assets 
of The. Royal Bank of Canada 
have now reached the imposing 
total of $2,895,856,189. This, he 
said, was a new high mark in 
Canadian banking history, and is 
the highest ever reported by any 
Canadian bank. 

Deposits likewise had reached 
record totals, said Mr. Atkinson, 


They now stand at $2,734,644,076, . 


an: increase’ of $207,133,639 over 
the previous year. “It is encour- 


aging to note,” said Mr. Atkinson, . 


“that Canadians generally con- 
tinue to save a reasonable -propor- 
tion of their incomes. The increase 
in deposits of the bank has been 
accompanied by the expansion in 
the number of accounts on our 
books. We now conduct, over 2,- 
350,000 accounts, and it is of in- 
terest to note that the number of 
deposit accounts in Canada has 
more than doubled since 1942. 


Mr. Atkinson reported profits *. 


for the year had increased $1,506,- 
051 over. the previous year. After 
providing for taxes, depreciation 
and dividends, the net profits for 
the year amounted to $8,635,136. 
The bank's Reserve Fund now 
stands at. $70,000,000. This, the 
President noted, was for the first 
time in the bank’s history, equiva- 
lent to twice the bank’s Paid-up 
Capital. This year’s increase in 
this fund, he said, had’ resulted 
from the transfer to it of not only 
a part of the year’s earnings but 
also of $12,000,000 from the bank's 
reserves for contingencies. 

The’ bank’s' programme of 
branch inprovement continued dur- 
ing the year. Construction of a 
new building to house its Calgary 
business was commenced, and a 
new -building for its Hamilton 
Branch will be underway shortly, 
6 new brariches and 4 sub-branches 
were opened in Canada, and 8 
branches and 4 sub-branches were 
opened abroad, bringing the total 
number of branches up to 793, of 
which 70 are in the foreign field.

Mr. Atkinson dwelt on the grow- 
ing number of the. bank's branches 
abroad, especially in the West 
Indies and ‘British Guiana, The 
bank now operates 66 full-time 
and 4 subsidiary branches abroad, 
and now has. under consideration 
the opening of two additional of- 
fices in the Caribbean area. 

“Naturally. the volume of, our 
business abroad fluctuates with 
the trend of conditions’ in’ the 
many countries where we operate. 
From time to time exchange ré- 
strictions imposed in certain coun- 
tries delay remittances but on the 


whole, over the long period ‘your . 
bank has operated abroad, a satis- .

the foreign division has always 
been worth while. It is, there- 
fore, gratifying that I am .in 
a position to report that profitwise

Blazier first got around on 
horseback. Then by buckboard. He 
kept pace with the times and 
graduated to a model T Ford. He 
employed . Russian wolfhounds to 
help’ catch ‘the antelope, He'd sit 
for hours watching the country- 
Side with glasses. When he spot- 
ted a doe grazing, he knew the 
fawn would not be ‘too far away. 
He used the dogs as sheep dogs 
are used. 

When he got them home he 
milk-fed them from a _ 26-ounce 
whiskey bottle, with a rubber nip- 
ple.
